Wexford Meat Factory and the county were 
the only sources of supply to the London 
market for the whole year round. There 
was a certain amount killed in Dublin, but 
Wexford Meat Factory was most regular in 
their consignments. e factory already had 
started the trade, although the season had 
not yet commenced. Fat pigs were only 518. 
ver cwt., but pork prices would be increasing. 
he Department's circular emphasised the 
fact that a lean pig did not mean a thin ig. 
They wanted flesh, but not too much fat.

They had got to be far more careful about 
the weights of the animals for the pork trade.

Chairman—Last week there was a consign- 
ment of 70 tons from Cork, and it was a wet, 
foggy week. 

Mr. Doyle—6s. 4d. a stone is a big differ- 
ence from 18. a pound. It is always better 
to give plain facts. You were at the meeting 
of the factory last Saturday, and you know 
the prices Fri got. Some of them went as

Chairman—Exactly the same thing hap- 
pened last year. 

Mr. Doyle said that he did not want to 
discourage the pork trade, but he did not 
want to lead people astray by telling them 
they were going to get 18. a pound Yor the 
OTR, 

Chairman—I think you will get a shilling 
after the middle of October. 

Mr. Doyle—Possibly you may; but it is 
time enough to talk about it when you get 
it. To mislead the public by telling them 
at the moment they are going to get 18. a 
pound is not justifiable. á the present time 
we cannot even make bacon at 518. with the 
price of foodstuffs. 

The Chairman stated that the pigs which 
realised 5s. 4d. per stone weighed from 
130lbs. to 140lbs. and over. 

Replying to Mr. Thorpe, the Chairman 
stated that the stone we ag in the pork trade 
was equal to eight pounds. 

REJECTED CATTLE. 

A complaint was made by Mr. W. Thorpe 
against the rejection at Waterford of part of 
the cattle sent for shipment, and said that 
he could not understand why it took place 
when the Department's veterinary inspector 
eould not see ys trent wrong with the 
animals that were rejected. 

Colonel Gibbon stated that if he had a 
doubtful animal for shipment he always sent 
it to Dublin, because there was an alterna- 
tive market which they had not got in 
Waterford. 

MORE WHEAT GROWING. 

Mr. P. J. O'Conor, agricultural instructor, 
informed the Committee that wheat-growing 
in the county had increased to an extra- 
ordinary extent, and that there were people 
who had six or seven acres undér the cro 
that never grew it before. It was deci 
that experiments be carried out with Yeoman, 
Red Stettin, and Red Marvel varieties. 

MARKETING OF POTATOES. 

Mr. O'Conor advised the early marketin 
of potatoes. ‘The crop in County Wexfo 
was very good, and where the blight ap- 
peared it was due to ‘spraying not beih 
done. Potatoes in a lot of cases had start 
a second growth.

ames P. Madden clerk in the Unemploy- 
ment Bureau, Drogheda, gave evidence that 
on the 12th January Doyle attended at the 
office for unemployment benefit. In conse- 
quence of that visit the witness took a state- 
ment from the defendant, who said that he 
affixed the stamps to Doyle’s unemployment 
insurance card for eight weeks. He said that 
he always sent a messenger for the stamps 
as he required them, and could not say for 
cértain who purchased these particular 
sta'aps. 

In cross-examination, the witness said that 
it was qdite obvious that the stamps had 
been used before and had been perforated by 
some machine, 

Laurence Donegan, cashier in the Drogheda 
Chemical Manure Company, stated that the 
company had a perforating machine whieh 
he had used for the purpose of perforating 
unemployment insurance stamps. In his 
opinion, the perforation on the stamps pro- 
duced had been made by that machine, which 
had been out of use since 1924. 

Thomas O'Toole, analyst in the State 
Laboratory, gave evidence of examining the 
stamps produced, and said that he came to 
the conclusion that the stamps were per- 
forated by the Drogheda Chemical Manure 
Company’s machine. 

The defendant, in evidence, said that a 
working man named Thornton, whom he 
knew, came to him over a year ago at his 
premises in George’s street with a number of 
unemployment insurance cards, and the wit- 
ness eventually was uaded to try them. 
Thornton first wanted the full value df ‘the 
stamps, of which he had about twenty, When 
the Labour Exchange man came the witness 
told him that if there was anything wrong 
with the stamps he would make it good, as 
the value of the stamps was only a few 
shillings altogether.. He had not known that 
there was anything wrong in buying insur- 
ance stamps. | 

Cross-examined—It could be twenty-four 
stamps he bought from Thornton, and he 
gave him 16s. or 17s. for them. They were 
worth 18. 7d. each, or £1 18s. altogether. 

The Justice said that he regarded the 
offencé as very serious, and could not enter“ 
tain: the plea of ignorance at all. The de- 
fendant purchased the stamps at a gross 
under value and then used them. He fined 
the defendant £5 and allowed £3 10s. ex- 
penses and 20s. costs.

At the meeting it) was n- 
that dairymen generally are .opposed to 
the proposals of the new Sale of Foods 
(Weights and Measures) Act, which, as 
far as the sale of milk in bottles is con 
cerned. comes into force on Januarv 1st 
The Act makes it necessary that al! 
bottle should be stamped with the 
measure it contains This, the dairymen 
declare, is not practicable, as the stamp 
ing of every bottle would necessitate test 
ing, and the cost of this would work out 
at a halfpenny a bottle. A resolution was 
passed stating that the Act was unwork- 
able. and inviting the President of the 
Board of Trade to receive a deputation. 


A Margarine ' War.” 


The fusion of the great margarine firms 
is likely to have some far-reaching 
results; for it is reported tha: dairy firms 
in South America are now cc bining in 
a campaign to meet what they regard as 
a menace, and they hope to secure the 
support of European dairy firms in their 
efforts to gain publicity. They assert 
that Americans now consume one pound 
of ‘margarine to every nine rounds of 
butter, while in Great Britain consider- 
ably more margarine is consumed, the 
ratio being one pound to every tour 
pounds of butter. In Holland and Den- 
mark the proportion is. still her, the 
Danish neople consuming from two to 
three ponnds of margarine for every 
pound of butter, In view of these figures 
it is not surprising that the dairy interests 
are awaking to the fact that maresrine 
is becoming a very dangerous rival to 
butter.

| Formerly it was not supposed to matter, | 
it is a fact that a man loses weight during 
sleep. Normally a man loses about 80 de. 
grees of energy. If, however, he goes with. 
out supper it works out at loss far greater. 
That must not happen to a soldier, so in my 
dietaries I saw to it that for tea he ha 
something really substantial—fish cab 
meat, cheese or sardines, for example. 
A further study of the soldier showed that 
during the week-ends he is fairly flush with 
money. By Sunday night he is usually 
broke. To meet that now in the Army the 
tea on Tuesday is a little more substantial 
than on Monday. On Wednesday it is a 
good meal, and on Thursday it is sufficient 
to keep him going without another thing 
until next morning. Soldiers have their 
weaknesses. The man whe has been in tho 
Army for several years will guffaw at the 
mention of a dish like fruit salad, but the 
young recruit likes it. To-day, therefore, an 
alternative dinner is supplied to meet the 
two ta of soldiers, If you give a man the 
same thing day after day he soon gets tired 
of his food. For that reason potatoes are 
never cooked in the same way two days run- 
ning in. the Army. Animal fats are very 
necessary to keep up a man’s vitality, conse- 
‘quently the soldier is given plenty of things 
in which drippmg is used, instead of too

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LORRY. IN FLAMES.

BRAVE BEHAVIOUR.OF MEN IN 
CHARGE, 


Two motor men showed greal courage and 
presence of mind when a twelve-ton’ motor 
lorry belonging to Marston’s Road Service, 
Ltd., transpcrt contractors, of Liverpool, 
Leeds and Birmi 1, burst into flames at 
Gildersome, near s, yesterday. “' ' 

They were going from Liverpool to Leeds 
with about eight tons of groceries, and were 
descending a steep hill when, owing to a 
backfire, the accident occurred. The driver, 
Ralph Norman, of Grandison road, Liverpool, 
stuck to the wheel, intending to bring the 
lorry to a standstill on the level, while the 
relief driver, John Burke, of Empire street, 
Liverpool, uried in vain to smother the flames 
with a cushion, 

The oil-saturated, clothing of both men 
caught fire, and Burke, jumping out, ran 
alongside the lorry and grabbed Norman to 
pull him ont. is caused the lorry to 
ewerve on to the footpath, and Burke, re- 
leasing his hold, fell, and the front wheel 
went over his foot, crushing it. 

Norman kept control, despite the flamos, 
and when he was confronted with a stone 
wall guarding a sunken garden eight or ten 
feet below on his left side he slewed to the 
right, struck a telegraph pole, and then took 
a right-hand curve to the opposite side of the 
road, where the lorry struck a bank and 
overturned, Not till then did he jump out, 
his clothes still alight. The groceries were 
thrown clear, but the lorry was burned out. 

Burke was removed to Leeds General In- 
firmary, and, though suffering greatly, he 
accepted aud smoked a cigarette, but his re- 
peated cry was, “ Don’t tell my poor wife, 
and she may think I have only gone on a 
long journey.” In addition to his crushed 
foot, he was suffering from extensive burns. 
Norman also was badly burned about the 
hands, arms and legs.
